The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior aH 
does not adequately disclose a system or method for differential coherent combining of 
received signals in an electronic article surveillance system comprising removing 
transmitter phase variation from a received signal, filtering received signal with plural 
filters each having preselected bandwidth and center frequency, combining by diversity 
averaging each of plural filtered samples, and quadrafically detecting each of the filtered 
samples by squaring the diversity combined samples and summing to arrive at a 
differentially coherent combined signal.
